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“Ghe Lower of “Ghree Laws 


Each Contrary to the Other

Text, Rom. 8:2, 3, “For the LAW 
of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the LAW 
of sin and death. For what the 
LAW could not do, in that it was 
weak through the flesh, God seni 
his own Son in the likeness of sin-- 
ful flesh, and for sin, condemned 
sin in the flesh.” 

Introduction 

The word LAW is found many 
times in the Bible and has various 
applications. It means, or rather 
refers to a binding custom or rule 
under which anything might be 
controlled. LAW is a kind of 
compelling power or force which is 
designed to govern. 

The word is three times used in 
our text, each time referring to 
separate powers, ist, THE LAW 
OF THE SPIRIT OF LIFE refers 
to the saving and cleansing power 
of the blood and grace of Christ. 
2nd, THE LAW OF SIN AND 
DEATH refers to the power of 
that inbred carnality which over- 
powers the will of man and leads 
him to where he would not like to 
go, and to do that which he would 
not like to do. FOR WHAT THE 
LAW COULD NOT DO IN THAT 
IT WAS WEAK refers to the weak- 
ness of the LAW OF MOSES in its 
effort to perfect and bring salva- 
tion to Israel. 


Explanation 

Paul, the writer of the text, weil 
understood the power of each of 
the three laws from personal ex- 
perience. For many years he had 
lived as a Pharisee worshiping un- 
der the law, and during all this 
time he was subject to the power 
of the LAW OF SIN AND DEATH, 
but finally sought and found 
Christ with His saving grace and 
freely testified of His new discov- 
ery which set him free from the 
law of sin. 

Having now the three laws be- 
fore us for consideration we will 
consider them separately, dealing 
with their powers over that which 
they are designed to have control. 


The Law of Sin 

Paul once lived under this law 
as he freely admits in the seventh 
chapter of Romans, in which he 
states that when he would do good 
evil was always present with him, 
and that which he would like to 
do he was not allowed to do be- 
cause he was carnally sold under 
sin, yet he confesses that “it is not 
I that do it but sin that dwelleth in 
me,” thus showing the power of 
the law of sin over man. 

Before conversion Paul was pos- 
sessed with that same sinful na- 
ture that men are possessed with 
today and he found it very diffi- 


cult to bring himself under sub- 
jection to the things that he really 
knew to be right. When compelled 
by that inward law of sin to do 
that which he did not want to do, 
that desire in his honest heart to 
live obedient to God and the law 
threw him into a very miserable, 
wretched state of living. Like 
many professors of our times, he 
only had enough religion to make 
him miserable. His mind and life 
was carnal and tho possessed with 
religious inclinations he found that 
which he was trusting in did not 
suffice, and his will power was not 
strong enough to overcome the 
law of sin which held him under 
subjection. In Rom. 6:12 he ad- 
vises, “Let not sin therefore reign 
in your mortal body that ye should 
obey it in the lusts thereof,’ as 
much as to say, If sin reigns with- 
in your mortal body you will obey 
its lusts. But in the 14th verse he 
shows the contrast. “For sin shall 
not have dominion over you, for 
ye are not under the law but un- 
der grace,” thus showing when 
one comes under the law of grace 
they are delivered from the law of 
sin and are not subject to its lust. 

Changing from the state of six 
to the state of righteousness is 
like one changing from one state 
of the U. S. A. to another—you 
are subject to the laws of the 
state in which you are; if in 
Florida you live under the Florida 
laws, if in Ohio you live under 
Ohio laws. So it is when under the 
dominion of the law of sin, you are 
compelled by its forceful powers 
to obey its lusts and evil sugges-

BISHOP SAYS COMMUNISM IS

The Right Rev. James M. Max- 
on, bishop-coradjutor of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Diocese in Ten- 
nessee, warned his audience in an 
address at St. Luke’s Episcopal 
church, that communism is 
spreading insidiously, like a di- 
sease, all over the world. He 
further declared that all forces of 
Christianity should stand in battle 
array against this archenemy of 
freedom and religion. The bishop 
also declared “that communism is 
but paganism carved in a new 
fashion which denies man the priv- 
ilege of worship, prayer, medita- 
tion or spiritual ideas.” “Commun- 
ists make sacrifices to push their 
cause, but many church members, 
not realizing the danger of com- 
munism, make no effort to push 
the cause of the church, leaving an 
unopposed path for communism’s 
progress.” Bishop Maxon also de- 
clared that no force but Truth and 
Light is needed to overcome com- 
munism.

James C. B. Beatty, twice candi- 
date for Governor of Ohio, has di- 
rected the following telegram to 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt: 

“Write federal statutes that ev- 
ery American child between age of 
six and sixteen, must attend Sun- 
day School or some religious serv- 
ice of their parents or guardian’s 
choice, and you will do more to 
perpetutate American traditions 
and our government and nation 
than anyone that ever lived on 
American soil.

FOREIGN INTRUDERS 


Gerald B. Winrod when sailing 
for Europe Dec. 21st stated that, 
“Foreigners are rapidly gaining 
control of New York City. The re- 
sult is that breeding’ places for 
crime and nesting places for vipers 
have been established throughout 
the locality. East Side of New 
York is conceded to be the most 
wicked spot in the United States. 
This section of the city is entirely 
Jewish. It is known to harbor ail 
kinds of plotters who are deter- 
mined to overthrow the American 
government. Reports from what 
appears to be dependable sources 
affirm that Leon Trotsky is living 
in New York at the present thne, 
directing his program of world rev- 
olution from new headquarters 
recently established there.” Dr. 
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Winrod further states that he and 
Rev. George Blomgren were stand- 
ing on deck of the ship in New 
York on the evening of Dec. 21st 
while hundreds of people were bid- 
ding farewell to friends on the de- 
parting vessel. There were two 
young men who were particularly 
noisy and boisterous. One was a 
Jew, the other a Negro, each about 
20 years old. They seemed to have 
a large number oi friends on the 
wharf below. “Presently a thou- 
sand throats began singing the 
‘Third Internationale,’ the official 
hymn, the battle-cry, of interna- 
tional communism. The words of 
this song are vicious and in the 
extreme, advocating the destruc- 
tion of every government in the 
world. No sooner had the song 
started below on the wharf than 
the Jew and the Negro, by my 
side, began to join heartily in the 
singing. Looking down I saw hun- 
dreds of arms raised and hands 
clenched, the universal salute of 
the Reds, as tho they were shaking 
their fists at God in heaven, both 
the Jew and the Negro had their 
arms raised throughout the song. 
The experience was enough to 
horrify every Christian and _ pa- 
triot. Both Mr. Blomgren and I 
wondered, as preachers of the gos- 
pel, what to do. No sooner had the 
crowd become silent than some 
one below shouted, ‘W-I-N-R-O-D! 
I wondered what it could mean. I 
was soon able to pick out the face 
of a preacher. He had heard that 
we were sailing and had come 
from New Jersey to wish us “bon 
voyage.” Being a musician he had 
brought his trumpet with him. 
Soon its strains were piercing the 
night air with the official hymn of 
the Defenders Movement, ‘Faith of 
our Fathers.’ The large mob of 
communists were taken by com- 
plete surprise. To our amazement 
a large number of people, both on 
the wharf below and on the deck 
above, knew our familiar song and 
sang it spontaneously. The volume 
of music was every bit as strong 
as that of the Internationale. Ney- 
er had the old hymn, ‘Faith of 
our Fathers,’ sounded as sweetly 
as it did on that occasion. I dis- 
covered that the young Jew and 
Negro were leaving for Moscow to 
be trained in the art of commun- 
istic agitation in order to come 
back as organizers for the over- 
throw of American social order.” 
Ministers and churches should 


be praying and working to catch 
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and hold all ground possible _ be- 
fore these enemies of Christian 
civilization. Naturally we are go- 
ing to be called upon sometimes to 
demonstrate the faith of God and 
of our fathers against this satanic 
imposition.

RUSSIA STRIKING AT GOD 

The duchess of Atholl under 
date of Oct. 12, 1932, while at a 
luncheon in New York, made the 
following statements concerning 
Russia’s five year plan for exter- 
minating religion which was pub- 
lished in the Daily Telegraph Oct. 
13, 1932. The plan was issued in 
the form of decrees from the 
Council of the People’s Commis- 
saries composed of 118 articles 
which were divided into five patrs, 
each dealing with a year: 

“During the first year, in which 
we are now, all religious schools 
are to be closed, and preliminary 
measures taken for the closing of 
churches in the capital. 

“During the second year, all re- 
ligious-miided persons are to be 
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expelled from state undertakings 
and offices. All religious literature 
will be pronkibited and there will be 
made 150 anti-religious films, to 
be shown throughout the Soviet 
Union, principally in the schools. 


“The third year will be devoted 
to the ‘activization of the godless 
cells,’ and it is proposed to expel 
from the Soviet Union all clergy- 
men, of whatever religion, who re- 
fuse to abandon their clerical or- 
ders. 


“In the fourth year, all 
churches, chapels, and synagogues 
are to be surrendered to the local 
Soviet in order that they may be 
used at cinemas, clubs, and other 
places of ‘intelligent pastime.’ 

“The last year is to be devoted 
to ‘strengthening the gains along 
the front of the fight against re- 
ligion.’ It is intended by May 1, 
1937, not to leave a single house 
of worship in the territory of the 
U. S. S. R., and to extinguish in 
the minds of the people the very 
notion of God.”—Moody Monthly. 





“Ghe Foreknowlege of God 


Or the Purpose of God in Creation

Introduction 

In our previous article we dealt 
with the ‘“‘protithesis’” or ‘“pur- 
pose” of God and we told you that 
if our understanding was to be 
sane and coherent we were de- 
pendent upon proper analysis and 
understanding of three words; i. 
e., purpose, foreknowledge, and 
predestination. In this article we 
purpose to deal with the _ fore- 
knowledge and predestination cf 
God relative to His creation. 

Text: “For whom he did fore- 
know he also did predestinate to 
be conformed in the image of His 
Son, that he might be the first- 
born among many brethren.” 
Rom. 8:29. 

The word for “foreknowledge” 
in the original is “proegno” but 
primarily from ““proginosko”’ 
which means: 1. To know before- 
hand, to be previously acquainted 
with. Acts. 26:5; 2 Peter 3:17. ¥z. 
To determine on beforehand, to 
foreordain, 1 Peter 1:20. 3. To 


foreknow, to appoint, as subjects 
of future privileges, Rom. 8:29; 
11:2. The first and second of these 
references refer to foreknowledge 


by means of acquaintance pos- 
sessed by human beings. The 


third reference, 1 Peter 1:20, is 
translated in the English as “fore- 
ordain” but the original has the 
same word used for foreknowl- 
edge. Thus, to foreknow includes 
to foreordain, which ordinarily 
comes by an appointment. Accord- 
ingly it is written, “God hath not 
appointed us unto wrath but to ob- 
tain salvation by our Lord Jesus 
Christ,” 1 Thess. 5:9. This fore- 
knowledge of God existed coinci- 
dent with and formed a part of the 
“protithesis” or “purpose.” v. 28. 
Things which He set out before 
Him to accomplish as His purpose 
were based upon His foreknow]l- 
edge of those things and His abil- 
ity to bring about such an accom- 
plishment. 
A Redeemer Provided 

It was in the foreknowledge of 

God that He foresaw the possibil- 
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ity of the fall of the creation, 
therefore, to guard creation 
against such conditions and to 
further assist God in the accom- 
plishment of His purpose, Christ 
Jesus was foreordained as a med- 
ium of salvation, 1 Peter 1:20, and 
stood as the Lamb of sacrifice 
slain from the foundation of the 
world, Rev. 13:8. Accordingly, 
God hath chosen us in Him before 
the foundation of the world that 
we should be holy and_ without 
blame before Him in love, Eph. 1: 
4. Based upon the foreknowledge 
of God, an election or choosing 
out from among the fallen  crea- 
tion was made by Him wherein 
He chose and made all necessary 
provision by the sacrifice of Christ 
on the cross. Therefore, God ac- 
counted that His works were fin- 
ished from the foundation of the 
world, Heb. 4:3. 

The completeness of the fore- 
knowledge of God was such that 
all necessary’ provisions were 
made from the foundation of the 
world and therefore His works 
were relatively finished from the 
beginning. Thru the course of time 
God has wrought out that which 
He hath originally planned and 
prepared for to be accomplished. 

Special Class 

The foreknowledge of God rela- 
tive to individuals mentioned in 
our text, embodied more than fore- 
knowledge alone. It must have in- 
cluded not only acquaintance as vw 


state and condition but approval’ 


and acceptance as is evidenced by 
the present state of the text. To 
“foreknow” this class to be con- 
formed to the image of God’s Son 
necessarily included provisions, ap- 
proval and acceptance. That this is 
the correct view of the text itself is 
evidenced by Matt. 7:23 where it is 
written, “Then will I profess to 
them, I never knew you, depart 
from me, ye that work iniquity.” 

The foreknowledge of God in 
light of these scriptures must be 
so interpreted as to include ap- 
proval and acceptance of all right- 
eous persons for the sole reaso4 
that they are righteous and that 
they were so made by acceptance 
of provisions made for them in the 
outcalling of the gospel and elec- 
tion of God, Rom, 8:28; Eph. 1:4; 
Eph. 1:11. All wicked persons are 
rejected, lst, because they are 
workers of iniquity and, 2nd, be- 
cause they were not approved 01 
and therefore not acceptable. Per- 
sons mentioned in our text as 
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those who are foreknown and cre- 
ated to such high privileges were 
those whom God foresaw wouli 
accept His plan of salvation, be- 
lieve upon Christ, and be saved. 
Persons rejected of Him and 
therefore counted as lost are 
those whom He foresaw would 
not obey but were children of dis- 
obedience whv would continue to 
walk after the fashion of this 
world. There is nothing binding in 
the foreknowledge of God that in 
any way limits the free moral 
agency of man. 

That God might be impartial in 
His judgments and that He might 
be without respect of persons, 
He simply chose us unto salvation 
through Christ from the _ begin- 
ning, 2 Thess. 2:13. The means by 
which He chose us is_ definitely 
stated in 1 Peter 1:2 where it 1s 
written, “Elect (or chosen ones) 
according to the foreknowledge of 
God the Father, through sanctifi- 
cation of the Spirit unto obedience 
and sprinkling of the blood of Je- 
sus Christ.” The omniscience as 
well as foreknowledge of God is 
particularly in view throughout 
the whole of the Old and New 
Testaments, in that Christ Jesus 
was made unto us wisdom, sanc- 
tification and redemption. aAct- 
cordingly, God hath declarea the 
end from the beginning, Isa. 46:10. 
The presence of this foreknowl- 
edge was markedly manifested in 
Jesus Christ who knew from the 
beginning who believed not, John 
6:64. Unto Him it is ascribed in 
(Heb. 1:10), “Thou Lord, in the 
beginning hast laid the foundation 
of the earth, and the heavens are 
the works of thine hands.” 

There is no evidence that God 
foreknew people or individuals 
other than those belonging to a 
certain class. It is written, “Jacob 
have I loved, but Esau have I 
hated.” God’s love for Jacob was 
based upon the fact that He fore- 
saw that Jacob would be obedient 
and faithful and as a result would 
be saved, and by the measure of 
the same rule it is written that 
“Esau have I hated.’’ Esau was re- 
jected for his own iniquity and not 
that God desires or chooses any 
one to be evil. By his own disobed- 
ience he disqualified himself by 
selling his birthright and walking 
contrary to the counsel of his par- 
ents in marrying a stranger and 
setting up himself to be the head 
and father ofa nation separate 
from the Israelites. Gen. 28:8. 
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Predestination 

“Those whom he foreknew ‘he 
also did predestinate.” The origi- 
nal is “prooridzo” from “pro” and 
“horidzo;” “pro” meaning before 
and “horidzo” to set bounds to, to 
bound, to restrict, to settle, to ap- 
point definitely. Hence, to limit or 
mark out beforehand, to design 
definitely beforehand, to ordain 
beforehand. 


Associated with this word is the 
word “proorao” which means to 
foresee beforehand, to have vivid- 
ly present in the mind. It was this 
presence of mind that assisted 
God in definitely marking out be- 
forehand. The word “predesti- 
nate” therefore means to  prede- 
termine beforehand. Those who 
were foreknown and _ predeter 
mined were those whom God fore- 
saw would accept the calling of 
the gospel mentioned in the latter 
clause of Verse 28. This calling by 
the gospel was a part of God’s 
purpose as is evidenced by 1 Pet. 1: 
2; Eph. 1:4; 1 Pet. 1:20; Matt. 13: 
35. These words cannot be prop- 
erly interpreted or construed to 
mean that God has, by an absolute 
decree, determined the destiny of 
any man. To do so wouff violate 
His purpose in the preaching of 
the gospel unto every creature, 
(Mark 16:15) and the very pur- 
pose for which He gave His only 
begotten Son. “For God so loved 
the world that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” Notice 
that God so loved the world that 
He gave His son to be the propitia- 
tion for the sins of the whole 
world, 1 John 1:2. God loved the 
whole world and made _ provision 
for the whole world to be saved. 
If we conclude that there was any- 


thing else than a free moral 
agency intended, then the Bible 
would contradict itself. God can- 


not love the world and give His 
Son to be the propitiation for the 
sins of the whole world and at the 
same time hate Esau personally. 
Both Jacob and Esau were repre- 
sentative men. They were the 
heads of nations, Gen. 25:23. Ja- 
cob stood for and was representa- 
tive of a righteous nation and Esau 
was the head of and stood for a 
wicked and sinful nation in opposi- 
tion to the purpose of Israel. Gen. 
28:8. What God loved in Jacob was 
the fact that he foresaw that he 
would be obedient and live a right- 
eous life. What God hated in Esau

was that He foresaw that he 
would be disobedient and live a 
life of wickedness. God is no re- 
specter of persons, this being true 
He could only choose individuals 
on the basis of their own standing 
as He foresaw they would accept 
or reject His plan. For reference 
on those things God hates see Psa. 
101:3; Prov. 14:17; Hosea 9:15; 
Heb. 1:9. See for what God actual- 
ly loved, Heb. 1:8, 9; namely, 
righteousness. 

God did not intend to bind up or 
limit an individual to a _ destiny 
from which He could not free him- 
self if he would accept and con- 
form to the principle of God’s 
plan of salvation. ‘For God is not 
willing that any should perish but 
that all should come to repentance 
and live,” 2 Peter 3:9. If God had 
foreordained that certain men 
should be lost independent of their 
own conduct, the gift of His own 
Son to be the propitiation for the 
sins of the whole world and the 
command to preach the gospel tv 
every creature, was in itself fool- 
ishness. The gospel provided that 
those who labor and are heavy 
laden might come unto Jesus and 
find rest. As it is written, “If any 
man thirst, let him come unto me 
and drink.” John 7:37. “If any 
man hunger, let him come _ unto 
me and eat, for my flesh is meat 
indeed and my blood is drink in- 
deed,” John 6:55. Again, “Whoso- 
ever will, let him come and take 
of the water of life freely,” Rev. 
22:17. If Esau had been willing to 
confine himself to a walk of faith 
and to the principles of the Israel- 
itish nation and to have bowed 
down to serve his brother, and if 
his repentance had been whole- 
hearted, he might have shared the 
blessings of the Israelitish nation 
whom God foreknew, Rom. 11:2. 
However, when we speak of Israel 
as those whom God had fore- 
known we must confine that fore- 
knowledge in its approval and ac- 
ceptance to none other than the 
obedient and faithful ones of that 
nation. The apostle is careful to 
tell us that they are not all Israel 
which are of Israel, neither  be- 
cause they are the seed of Abra- 
ham are they children. 


“But in Isaac shall thy seed be 
called.” Isaac was the son of 
promise, therefore the seed of 
Isaac was the exact equivalent of 
the seed or faithful followers of 
Jesus Christ, the Son <? promise. 
They which are the children of 
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the flesh, they are not the chil- 
dren of God, therefore, they that 
are in the flesh cannot please God 
whether Jews or Gentiles. To hold 
to the opinion that God foreor- 
dained or predestinated or chose 
that other than persons of obed- 
ience and faith to God’s covenants 
could be saved and conformed to 
the image of His own Son, would 
by insistence of such an opinion 
have disqualified God from the 
ability to have rejected Israel 
in time or state of apostasy, or to 
have inflicted any punishment or 
judgments upon them other than 
for disciplinary purposes’ and 
would force the conclusion that 
He must save them whether they 
were righteous or not. Salvation 
was provided only for believers, 
Jno. 3:16; Mark 16:16. 


The Purpose of God 


The purpose of God as we have 
previously shown was the setting 
out before Him of the entire crea- 
tion, at which time He chose that 
creation in Christ, Eph. 1:4; and 
ordained that in event of a fall 
they should be called by the gos- 
pel through repentance, 1 Peter 1: 
2; 1 Thess. 2:9; Acts 17:30; also 
latter clause of verse 28. The crea- 
tion at that time had done neither

good nor evil; i. e., at the time of 
God’s choice. But seeing the fall 
He devised a means of _ salvation 
that the election or choosing of 
God might stand as to His pur- 
pose, therefore, “salvation comes 
not of works by the individual, 
neither from him that willeth nor 
him that runneth, but of God that 
showeth mercy.” This mercy was 
first shown and provided for when 
the creation was chosen in Christ 
Jesus and when He was, by the 
foreknowledge of God, slain from 
the foundation of the world. 

In the light of the foregoing 
treatise “salvation is not of works 
but of him that calleth, and ye are 
saved by grace through faith and 
that not of yourselves. It is the 
gift of God.” Eph. 2:8. But as it is 
written, ‘How shall they hear 
without a preacher, and how can 
they preach except they be sent?” 
To accomplish God’s purpose in 
His election that those who be- 
lieve should be saved, He hath 
called them by the gospel; first, 
thru His Son and His death, who 
secured Old Testament covenants 
of promise; second, thru His apos- 
tles, and by those who have con-

Our Responsibil ity “Goward 
Others

Cain’s question, “Am I my 
brother’s keeper’? is abundantly 
answered in God’s Word, which 
teaches us that we have grave 
responsibilities toward others. 

Parents are held responsible for 
their children, being commanded 
to “love” them, to provoke them 
not to anger, but “bring them up 
in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord” (Titus 2:4; Eph. 6:4; 
Col. 3:21). 

Children are instructed to obey 
and honor their parents and pro- 
vide for them in old age (Eph. 6:1, 
2; Col. 3:20; I Tim. 5:4; Mark 7: 
11-13). 

The Scriptures give considerable 
space to the responsibilities of 
husband and wife toward each 
other (Col. 3:18, 19; Eph. 5:22-33; 
I Peter 3:1, 7.) 

Servants are taught that defer- 
ence and whole-hearted obedience 
is due their master. Masters are 
are told to forbear threatening and 
deal justly with s¢rvants (Eph. 6: 
b-e> Col. 3:22- 4:1: ¥ Tim. 6:1, 2; 
Titus 2:9; I Peter 2:18). 

Fearful responsibility rests upon 
ministers and teachers of God’s 
Word. They are bidden to “feed 
the church of God” (Acts 20:28), 
not to lord it over God’s heritage 
but be examples; to “preach the 
Word,” “reprove, rebuke, exhort 
with all longsuffering and doc- 
trine’”’ (I Peter 5:2, 3; Titus 2:7; i 
‘Tim: 2:3, 4; 4312-16: Bf ‘Tim: 2:2. 
14-16, 23-25; 4:2; I Cor. 9:16, 17). 

Likewise, the church has a re- 
sponsibility toward its spiritual ad- 
visers, being commanded to sup- 


ply their temporal needs (1 Cor. 9: 
7-14), to obey and pray for them 
(Heb. 13:7, 17, 18; Rom. 15:30) 
and “to esteem them very highly 
in love for their work’s sake” (I 
Thess. 5:12, 13). 

Toward earthly magistrates 
there is due from the Christian, 
honor and obedience (Titus 3:1; 1 
Peter 2:13, 14, 17.) 

Christ lays upon us responsibil- 
ity toward enemies: “Love your 
enemies, bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate 
you, and pray for them which de- 
spitefully use you, and persecute 
you” (Matt. 5:44; Rom. 12:14, 
20). 

Our neighbor we are to “please’’ 
“for his good to. edification” 
(Rom. 15:2). 

Strangers we must “be not for- 
getful to entertain” (Heb. 13:2; 
I Tim. 5:10). 

Sinners we are to seek to con- 
vert (James 5:19, 20); discipies 
who go astray we are to win back 
(Gal. 6:1); the feebleminded we 
are to comfort (I Thess. 5:14); 
“him that is weak in the faith” 
we are to “receive”, supporting 
him, bearing his infirmities and 
putting in his way no stumbling- 
blocks (Rom. 14:1, 21; 15:1; I 
Thess. 5:14). 


To those of low estate we are tc. 


condescend (Rom. 12:16). To the 
fatherless, the widow, the poor, 
the hungry, the thirsty, the desti- 
tute, the sick, or imprisoned we 
are to minister (James 1:27; 2:15, 
16; Matt. 25:44). 

In the midst of a preserve na- 
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tion we are to shine as lights, and 
to a lost world we are to carry the 
Gospel (Phil. 2:15, 16; Mark 16: 
15). ; 

We are to “rejoice with them 
that do rejoice”, “weep with them 
that weep” (Rom. 12:15), and 
comfort those who “are in trou- 
ble” (II Cor. 1:4), especially those 
who mourn the loss of loved ones 
(I Thess. 4:18). 

Christians should feel responsi- 
bility toward all men. Paul consid- 
ered himself a debtor to all (Rom. 
1:14; I Cor. 9:19-22; 10:32, 33). 
We are exhorted to strive to live 
peaceably with all men (Rom. 12: 
18), to honor all men (I Peter 2: 
17), to pray for all men (I Tim. 2: 
1, 2), to be patient toward all men 
(I Thess. 5:14) and “do good un- 
to all men” (Gal. 6:10). 

But “especially unto them who 
are of the household of faith” 
(Gal. 6:10)—tthe “‘saints,’”’ Christ’s 
“brethren” (James 2:15; Matt. 25: 
40; I Tim. 5:10)—are we respon- 
sible. ‘Love the brotherhood” (J 
Peter 2:17). 

Christians are to refrain from 
speaking evil of one another or 
grudging one another (James 4: 
11; 5:9) but are to forbear one 
another and forgive one another 
(Col. 3:13). They are to be pitiful 
and courteous to one another (I 
Peter 3:8), comfort one another 
(I Thess. 4:18; 5:11), bear one 
another’s burdens (Gal. 6:2), use 
hospitality one to another (I Peter 
4:9), edify one another (I Thess. 
5:11; Rom. 14:19), be subject one 
to another (I Peter 5:5), in honor 
preferring one another (Rom. 12: 
10), seeking no man his own, but 
every man another’s wealth (I 
Cor. 10:24). They are to be of one 
mind, and “be kindly affectioned 
one to another with brotherly 
love” (I Peter 3:8; Rom. 12:10; I 
Thess. 4:9; I John 3:11).

of grace. 

The Law of Moses 

FOR WHAT THE LAW COULD 
NOT DO IN THAT IT WAS 
WEAK. From youth to conversion 
Paul had lived trying to be obed- 
ient to God and the law, but 
found it too weak to deliver him 
from the wretched body of sin and 
death. The writer of Hebrews (10: 
4) states that it is not possible for 
the blood of bulls and goats. to 
take away sins, yet the priests 
stood daily ministering and offer- 
ing oftentimes the same sacrifice 
with no result of inward cleansing 
from sin. In this manner and mode 
of worship the people continued, 
many of them honest-hearted and 
did the best they could to serve 
God in righteousness and true hol- 
iness, but the law of sin’ within 
was so powerful that they soon 
gave way to its lusts and immed- 
iately became slaves again to Sa- 
tan. In this way of worship and 
serving, God found no pleasure. 
The least demands of God con- 
cerning His people is holiness. God 
Himself is holy, He made a holy 
heaven, created holy angels, in- 
spired the writing of a Holy Bible, 
and in making choice before the 
foundation of the world He chose 
a holy people. When the ancient 
altars had failed to produce a royal 
and holy people unto His name, He 
set about to perfect a plan of re- 
demption whereby man could be 
perfected in soul, body and spirit 
and live and serve God all the days 
of his life in holiness and _ right- 
eousness. 

The Law ot Grace 

Being bound by the law of sin 
for many years, vainly seeking re- 
lief through the offerings of the 
law and blood of innocent beasts, 
Paul wretched and_ dissatisfied, 
sought and found the grace of 
Christ and testifies freely in our 
text of its all-sufficiency in deliv- 
ering and making him free from 
the law of sin and death. 

Up to the time of finding and 
acceptance of His grace Paul had 
lived a life of condemnation, but 
being made partaker of His grace 
he threw off condemnation and 
began to serve Christ and God in 


freedom and righteousness. The 
law of grace is the more powerful 
of the three laws. It did for Paul 
what the law of Moses had failed 
to do in its weakness—it over- 
came completely and subdued the 
law of sin in his life, outlawing 
every evil and giving him power to 
withstand all the fiery darts of the 
enemy. 


Because of the failure in the law 
God gave His only begotten Son 
that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish under the curse 
of the law of sin, but that through 
the law of grace might have eter- 
nal life. There is, therefore, now 
no just cause why one should live 
in bondage to sin as some desire to 
teach and do, and their only rea- 
son for so doing is due to the ab- 
sence of His grace in their lives.

Now I want each pastor to 
turn to page 48 of their 29th As- 
sembly Minute and read the first 
item listed under the heading of 
“Recommendation from Council.”

A FAITHFUL SOLDIER OF THE 
CROSS GOES TO REST 


It was in the mountains of Ten- 
nessee, about seventeen years ago, 
under the preaching of Brother L. 
J. Boehmer, that a young man by 
the name of H. B. Helton became 
so intensely interested in his soui’z 
salvation that he sought the Lord 
by prayer and sacrifice until he 
was saved from his sins, sancti- 
fied wholly, and filled with the 
Holy Ghost. Of course, he becaine 
a member of the Church of God. 
In this newly found salvation he 
grew more anxious each day to 
tell others of the joys to be had by 
those who travel the Lord’s high- 
way of holiness. In the meantime 
he was a very zealous student of 
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the Word of God, and finally he 
was made to realize that God 
wanted him as a worker in His 
vineyard. 


In 1918 The Church of God had 
taken notice to the efforts and to 
the success of this young man as 
a minister, and he was given evan- 
gelistic authority by The Church. 
Without any promise of support 
for his family, other than Phil. 4: 
19, he went forth to preach God’s 
Word. So great was his success as 
a minister that in 1222 he was 
made a Bishop in The Church of 
God. He crossed the valleys and 
climbed the mountains that others 
might hear of the sweet deliver- 
ance he enjoyed so much. Often- 
times with his physical strength 
almost gone, his energy neve) 
waned. His greatest ambition was 
to see others made happy in the 
Lord. It was the writer’s privilege 
to be his overseer for two years, 
during which time he served as 
overseer of the Bristol, Tenn., dis- 
trict. It is my pleasure to say that 
a more faithful, loyal, energetic, 
humble servant of the Lord has 
never been known by me. In the 
general indebtedness drive last 
year, his district was the first in 
the state to report “over the top.” 


Those who saw him at the Geui- 
eral Assembly in Chattanoga last 
October could easily tell that 
something was stealing his vitali- 
ty. The churches on his district 
loved him so well and they had 
prospered so much under his ad- 
ministration, that the newly ap- 
pointed overseer sent him back to 
Bristol as district overseer for the 
third year, trusting that the good 
Lord would see fit to heal his body. 
Within a few days after the As- 
sembly he visited, with his over- 
seer (Brother Cross) _ practically 
all the churches on his district, af- 
ter which he took his bed, a victim 
of the dreaded disease, T. B. It was 
my privilege to visit him a number 
of times during his sickness, and 
we talked about the trip to para- 
dise and about the friends who 
had passed over the tide, and es- 
pecially did he rejoice at the 
thought of meeting Him who once 
wore the crown of thorns and then 
died to sanctify him. He suffered 
long but prayed in the meantime 
for the Lord to just let him pass 
on. 

On the afternoon of Feb. 22, 
1935, he passed over the river to 
rest under the shade of the trees.

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At his request a service was con- 
ducted at the Bristol church by 
Brother H. K. Keith on the follow- 
ing day. Then the next day, fol- 
lowed by sorrowing friends, the 
procession left Bristol for his home 
church at Pikeville, Tenn. There 
were gathered many _ sorrowing 
friends whose tears were mingled 
with ours as we paid the last tri- 
bute of respect to one so faithful. 
After the funeral conducted by 
the writer, with Brother E. J. 
Boehmer, we started down the 
beautiful valley where our _pre- 
cious brother had grown to man- 
hood. In the stillness of the twi- 
light, under the sighing pines, 
amidst many sorrowing friends, 
we lowered the casket and went 
away expecting to meet Brother 
Helton when the trumpet sounds.
